Theſe, Gentlemen, are ſome of the Out-lines 
to which your own Experience will add the 
colouring of that Character which ſhould ac- 
company the Man, who merits the import- 
ant Delegation for which you are now folicit- | 


ed Among the Candidates; perhaps, ſuch a 
Man may be found; you have Variety to 
chuſe from. And tho' Perfection is not the 


Lot of any Man, yet he who is freeſt from 
Blame and leaſt likely to be ſuſceptible of 


Corraption, ought to have the General Voice 
of the Freemen of Dublin.

Can you, my Fellow Citizens, 
deſert your Faithful Servant? Can you aſ⸗- 
ſemble in Favour of any other in thoſe Halls, 
where once his Eloquence, in the Language 


of Truth, ſhot Perſuaſion to your Hearts? 


Can you be ſafe, will not the very Ground 


whereon he trod deſert your apoſtate Feet ? 


Conſcious of your Ingratitude, are you not 
reproached by your own Hearts? Does not 


the ingenuous Bluſh cover your guilty Cheeks 


with Shame and Confuſion, to ſee yourſelves 
ſolicited by the very Man whom your Ho- 
noyrs, your Gratitudes, your Intereſts, ſhould 
have engaged you to intreat, to beſeech, to 


implore ? Let him ſee then, my Fellow Ci.
